Reprefentations, which Te/pis 1s firlt re- 
orted to have invented, and which have 
a8 fince received with fo much Approba- 
tion and Delight in all polite Countries, 
This Thought hath been carried fo far, and 
become fo general, that fome Words proper 
tothe Theatre, and which were, at firft, me- 
taphorically applied to the World, are now 
indifcriminately and literally fpoken of 
both: Thus Stage and Scene are by com- 
mon Ufe grown as famibar tous, when we 
fpeak of Life in gencral, as when we con- 
fine ourfelves to dramatic Performances 3 
dnd when we mention Tranfactions behind 
the Curtain, St. Fames’s is more likely to 
occur to our Thoughts than Drary-Lane. 


Te may feem eafy enough ‘to account for 
all this, by reflecting that the theatrical 
Stage is nothing’ more than a Reprefenta- 
tion, or, as Ariffotle calls it, an Imitation 
of what really exifts ; and hence, perhaps, 
we might fairly pay a very high Compli- 
ment to thofe, who by their ‘Writings or 
Actions have been fo capable of imitating 
Life, as to have their Pictures, in a Manner 
confounded with, or miftaken for the Ori- 
ginal, 2 0

_ But, in Reality, we are not fo fond of 
paying Compliments to thefe People, whont 
we ufe as Children frequently do the In- 
itruments of their Amufement ; and have 
much more Pleafure in hiffing acd buffet- 
ing them, than in admiring their Jzxcellence. 
There are many other Reafons which have 
induced us to fee this Analogy between thé

Now we, who are admitted behind the 
Scenes of this great ‘Theatre of ‘Nature, 
(and no Author ought to write any Thing 
befides D:ctionaries -and Spezlling-Books 
who hath not this Privilege) can ¢enfure’ 
the Action, without conceiving any ab- 
folute Detcftation of the Perfon, whom 
perhaps Nature may not have defigned to 
ac an ill Part in all her Dramas: For in 
this Inftance, Life moft exactly refembles 
the Stage, fince it is often the fame Perfon 
who reprefents the Villain and the Heroe.; 
and he who engages your Admiration To- 
day, will probably attract your Contempe 
To-Morrow. As Gerrick, whony I re- 
gard in Tragedy to be the greateft Genius: 
the World hath ever pro:tuced, fometimes 
condefcends to play the Fool; fo dil Sc- 
fio the Great and Lelius the Wife, accord- 


ing to Horace, many Years ago rs. nay,- 


Ciecro reports them to have Leen $ incredibly 
childifh,’—Thefe, it is true play’d the Fool,. 
like my Friend Garrick, in Jeft only ; but 


feveral eminent Charafters have, in num-— 


berlefs Inflances of their Lives, played the 


Fool cgregioufly in Earneft ; fo far'as to

Theatre, (for as to Reafonthe Patentee, he 
is known to. be a very idle Fellow, and fel- 
dom to exert himfelf) may moft probably 
have learned’ to conftrue the famous Nil

| A fingle bad A& no more conttitutes a 


— Villain in Life; than a fingle bad Part on 
the Stage. The Paffions, like the Mana- 


ers of a Playhoufe, often force. Men upon 
Parts, without confulting their Judgement, 
and fometimes without any Regard to their 
Talents. Thus the Man, as well as the 
Player, may condemn what he himfelf aéts ; 
nay, it 1s common to fee Vice fit as awk- 
_wardly on fome Men, as the Character of 
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Cho. a FOUNDLING: g" 
Togo would on the honeft F ace of Mr. Wile

Upon the whole then, the Man of fous 
dour and of true Underltanding, 1s never: 
hafty to condemn. He can cenfure an Im- 
perfection, or even a Vice,° without Rage 
againft the guilty Party. Ina Word, they 
are thefame Folly, the fame Childifhncf,. the 
fame Ill-breeding, and the fame Ill-nature, 
which raife all thé Clamours and Uproars. 
both in Life, and on the Stage.’ -The worft
